Further Relative to Plague — Shansi Province." 

The outbreak of pneumonic plague previously reported as occurring 
in Shansi Province, China, in February, 1918, was first observed in 
the vicinity of Wuyuan and Saratsi during the latter part of Decem- 
ber, 1917. Reports under date of February 18, 1918, show an 
extensive prevalence of the disease in the Province, with an estimated 
occurrence from January 14 to 18 of 1,000 fatal cases in the vicinity 
of Paotongchen. 

CUBA. 

Deratization of Vessels from New Orleans — Habana. 

According to Cuban quarantine circular dated April 15, 1918, 
vessels arriving at Habana from New Orleans wiU be required to be 
deratized only once in three months, provided such vessels, while at 
New Orleans, have remained not less than 8 feet from the wharf 
with their cables protected with rat guards.
